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said  BYU  News  Service  had  been 
besieged  by  calls  and  letters  asking 
about  the  problem,  and  that  News 
Service  director  Ed  Butterworth 
didn’t  have  time  to  do  his  regular 
job  because  he  was  so  busy 
“trying  to  tell  people  what  really 
goes  on  at  BYU.” 

He  said  one  faculty  member 
reported  that  newspapers  from 
Singapore  to  Seoul  had  the  story 
on  their  front  pages. 

Four-legged  Table 

“But  no  one  else  besides  the 
Administration  has  spoken  in 
print.  The  Administration  makes  a 
statement  and  nobody  else 
speaks.”  he  concluded. 

He  sees  the  University  as  a table 
with  four  legs,  the 
Administration,  the  faculty, 
students  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  “You  know  what 
happens  to  the  table  when  one  leg 
is  cut  off,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Jacobs  agreed  with  Elder 
Marvin  Ashton,  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  speaker,  that  “it’s 
sinful  to  murmur.  Let’s  say  it  in  a 
clear,  honest,  straight  voice.” 

Someone  asked  if  he  wasn’t 
questioning  the  Board  of  Trustees 
rather  than  the  Administration. 

“I  can’t  go  to  the  Board  except 
through  President  Wilkinson.  This 
is  the  antithesis  of  open 
communication,”  he  added.

BYU  First  In  Enrollment 


BYU  continues  to  rank  as 
the  largest  private  university 
in  the  United  States  on  the 
basis  of  full-time  students, 
according  to  an 
announcement  today  from 
the  University  of  Cincinnati. 

The  survey  of  American 
institutions  of  higher 
education  was  made  by  Dr. 
Garland  G.  Parker  of  the 
University  of  Cincinnati,  for 
School  and  Society 
magazine. 

It  lists  BYU  as  number  22 
among  the  “Big  30’’ 
universities  on  the  basis  of 
full-time  students.  All  other 
schools  higher  than  that 
position  are  big  state 
universities,  such  as  New 
York,  California,  Wisconsin, 
Texas,  Minnesota,  Illinois, 


Ohio  State,  Indiana, 
Michigan  State,  Missouri, 
etc. 

BYU  also  is  the  only 
university  in  the  “Big  30” 
from  the  Rocky  Mountain 
states,  with  the  exception  of 
the  University  of  Colorado, 
ranked  27th. 

However,  BYU  drops  out 
of  the  list  of  “Big  30” 
schools  based  on  total 
enrollment. 

This  autumn  semester 
BYU  has  a total  enrollment 
of  25,651  students,  of 
whom  22,139  are  full-time. 

Massive  numbers  of 
American  students  enrolling 
at  the  nation’s  colleges  and 
universities  have  tallied 
another  record  this  year, 
according  to  Dr.  Parker.

PRO’S-CON’S 


DAMASCUS,  Syria  (AP)  - An  attempt  was  made  last  Sunday  to 
overthrow  Libya’s  leftist  government,  Tripoli  radio  reported 
Wednesday. 

The  radio  said  those  behind  the  attempted  coup  were  a group  of 
misled  people  inspired  by  foreign  elements.  The  present  regime 
overthrew  Libya’s  monarchy  three  months  ago. 


ST.  LOUIS  (AP)  - Sen.  J.  W.  Fulbright  (D-Ark.)  said  Wednesday 
President  Nixon’s  policy  of  Vietnamization  will,  at  best,  mean  “a 
continuing  war  of  stalemate  and  attrition”  in  South  Vietnam. 

“The  weakness  of  the  policy  of  ‘Vietnamization’  is  the  weakness  of 
the  South  Vietnamese  government  itself,”  Fulbright  contended.  “Its 
claim  to  legitimacy  is  based  on  rigged  elections  and  on  an 
American-sponsored,  rather  than  an  authentic,  Vietnamese 
constitution.”

SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  (AP)  — John  Roger  Nicholson,  a prominent 
financial  editor,  was  sentenced  Wednesday  to  18  months  in  prison  on  a 
charge  of  passing  to  an  agent  of  unnamed  foreign  power  information  on 
how  Rhodesia  was  evading  U.N.  sanctions. 

Justice  Harry  Davis  of  the  High  Court  sentenced  Nicholson,  38,  to 
nine  months  each  on  two  charges,  one  under  the  Official  Secrets  Act, 
and  the  other  under  sanctions  espionage  regulations.  Nicholson, 
financial  editor  of  the  Rhodesia  Herald,  pleaded  guilty  Tuesday.

BONN,  Germany  (AP)  — The  West  German  government  declared  its 
readiness  today  to  enter  talks  with  Czechoslovakia  on  normalizing 
relations. 

Answering  a call  by  Czechoslovak  Communist  party  chief  Gustave 
Husak  for  a West  German  move  toward  rapprochement,  Foreign 
Minister  Walter  School  said  the  Bonn  government  is  “ready  at  any 
time”  for  talks  with  Prague. 


MOSCOW  (AP)  — Premier  Alexei  N.  Kosygin  withheld  full  approval 
today  of  Cairo’s  hardening  line  against  Israel  and  said  Moscow  will  keep 
trying  for  a peaceful  political  settlement  in  the  Middle  East. 

He  made  the  comments  in  a speech  at  a luncheon  for  three  top  aides 
of  Egyptian  President  Gamal  Abdel  Nasser.  They  were  believed  seeking 
Kremlin  support  for  Nasser’s  recent  statements  that  a peaceful  political 
settlement  has  become  impossible  and  Arabs  must  now  resort  to  force. 


SAIGON  (AP)  — The  North  Vietnamese  high  command  has  sent 
5,000  troops  into  coastal  plains  northeast  of  Saigon  to  reinforce  Viet 
Cong  units  who  have  lost  ground  to  allied  forces,  U.S.  sources  said 
Wednesday. 

The  disclosure  followed  earlier  reports  that  a fourth  North 
Vietnamese  regiment  may  have  infiltrated  into  the  strategic  Mekong 
Delta  south  of  the  capital  to  strengthen  enemy  forces. 


NATIONAL 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — In  three  days  of  hearings.  Rep.  L.  Mendel 
Rivers  (D-S.C.)  said  today,  a House  investigating  subcommittee  has 
heard  nothing  to  convince  it  that  U.S.  servicemen  engaged  in  a massacre 
of  Vietnamese  civilians  at  My  Lai. 

Rivers,  who  heads  both  the  House  Armed  Services  Committee  and 
the  investigating  subcommittee,  in  effect  echoed  a Tuesday  statement 
that  the  group  hasn’t  “gotten  to  the  point”  of  saying  there  was  a 
massacre. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — A Senate  Republican  leader  urged  Americans 
today  to  deluge  the  chief  Communist  negotiator  at  the  Vietnam  peace 
talks  in  Paris  with  a million  Christmas  cards  urging  the  release  of  U.S. 
prisoners  of  war. 

Sen.  Robert  P.  Griffin  of  Michigan,  the  GOP  whip,  said  his  family 
already  has  sent  a holiday  card  to  Xuan  Thuy,  chief  of  the  North 
Vietnamese  delegation  in  the  stalled  negotiations. 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  - The  U.N.  General  Assembly 
declared  Wednesday  that  a “grave  situation”  existed  in  the 
Israeli-occupied  Arab  territories  in  the  Middle  East  as  the  result  of 
“Israeli  policies  and  practices”  toward  the  refugees. 

A resolution  to  this  effect  was  approved  48-22  with  47  abstentions. 
Supporting  the  resolution  were  the  Arab-Moslem  countries  and  the 
Communist  bloc. 

The  United  States  was  among  a group  of  nations,  including 
non-Moslem  African  states  and  some  Latin-Amei  countries,  which 
opposed  the  resolution. 


AKRON,  Ohio  (AP)  — A small  group  of  black  students,  reported  by 
police  to  be  armed,  occupied  an  administration  building  at  Akron  State 
University  for  three  hours  Wednesday,  then  left  peacefully  while  State 
patrolmen  and  National  Guardsmen  stood  by. 

An  estimated  25  students  left  the  building,  but  it  was  not 
immediately  determined  how  many  had  taken  part  in  the  incident. 


I feel  that  people  forget  that  the 
Jews  do  not  all  claim  the  Holy

his  book,  “What  Price  Israel?”, 
many  of  the  Jews  have  been  away 
from  Israel  for  about  2,000  years 
and  are  not  a pure  Jewish  race,  if 
there  is  one.  Many  of  the  Jews 
claim  their  inheritance  to  be 
German,  Hungarian,  English  and 
American;  not  Israelic.  The 
Zionists  seem  to  claim  that, 
nevertheless,  these  Jews  should  all 
claim  their  homeland  to  be  Israel. 
In  fact,  the  Zionists  want  to  give 
these  Jews  who  were  not  born  in 
Israel  a dual  citizenship  in  Israel. 
But  the  Arabs  who  live  there  are 
given  second  class  citizenship. 
Arabs,  who  have  lived  in  Israel, 
Jordan  and  all  through  the  Holy 
Land  for  generations  are  supposed 
to  be  pushed  aside  for  these  Jews. 

The  Zionists  do  not  really  care 
about  the  Jewish  religion,  but  use 
it  only  as  a tool  for  furthering  the 
cause  of  the  state  of  Israel.  Many 
of  the  Zionists  are  Athiests  and  do 
not  heed  what  the  scriptures  say 
about  those  who  should  inherit 
t,he  Holy  Land.  They  see  only 
their  goals.  To  whom  were  the 
promises  regarding  the  Holy  Land 
given?  In  Genesis  12:7  the  Lord 
God  gave  the  land  to  Abraham’s 
seed.  In  Chapt.  13:15,  when 
Abraham  is  standing  on  a hill  near 
Bethel  the  Lord  promised  him  all 
the  land  that  he  could  see.  Who 
are  Abraham’s  seed?  Are  not  the 
Arabs  and  the  Jews  both  of 
Abraham?  In  Genesis  21:10-12  it 
cannot  be  argued  that  these  words 
cancel  the  same  promises  again 
and  it  was  said,  “.  . . and  also  of 
the  son  of  the  bondwomen  will  I 
make  a nation,  because  he  is  of 
thy  seed.” 

Were  not  the  Jews  later  driven 
from  their  lands  because  of  their 
wickedness?  Do  not  the  prophets 
of  old  lament  time  and  time  again 
this  fact?  When  people  do  not 
keep  their  covenants  with  the 
Lord  they  loose  their  blessings 
and  the  Lord  ceases  to  bless  them. 
They  also  loose  their  promised 
lands.  According  to  the  writings 
of  Rev.  Humphrey  Walz  and  Dr. 
Frank  Stagg,  the  Zionists’  claim 
that  the  Jews  have  the  right  given 
them  by  scripture  to  reinherit 
their  lands  was  fulfilled  at  the 
time  of*  Christ.  The  Zionists  do 
not  believe  in  latter-day  scripture, 
and  so  their  scriptures  have  been 
fulfilled. 


Just  because  it  is  claimed  that  in 
the  latter  days  the  Jews  will 
inherit  their  lands,  does  that  mean 
that  the  means  they  use  are 
righteous?  Does  that  mean  that 
the  United  States  should  give 
them  arms  to  prolong  the  war? 
Should  not  the  U.S.  try  to  help 
bring  the  war  to  a close?  It  says  in 
the  Bible  that  in  the  last  days  the 
Jews  will  be  persecuted,  but  does 
that  mean  that  we  should 
persecute  them  because  we  want 
to  carry  out  the  prophesy?  I hope 
that  people  in  the  world  will  look 
at  both  sides  of  the  situation  and 
try  to  bring  the  war  to  a close  and 
not  sit  there  and  cheer  the  Jews 
on  and  help  them  fight  a war 
against  the  Arab  nations.

A BYU  professor  is  spending  his 
sabbatical  leave  hunting  beetles  in 
Venezuela  with  a National  Science 
Foundation  grant  of  $30,100  to 
help  him. 

But  hunting  South  American 
beetles  is  no  sport  to  Dr.  Stephen 
L.  Wood  of  the  zoology  and 
entomology  dept.  He  is  seriously 
gathering  specimens  and  field  data 
that  will  help  him  to  classify  the 
bark  and  ambrosia  beetles  of  the 
Western  hemisphere. 

Dr.  Wood  believes  that 
information  pertaining  to  the 
species,  their  habits,  behavior, 
geographical  distribution  and 


seasonal  activity  will  be  of 
considerable  significance  to  the 
development  of  tropical  forestry. 

His  field  work  will  be  carried 
out  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Institute  Nacional  de  Productos 
Forestales  (National  Institute  of 
Forest  Products)  in  Merida, 
Venezuela. 

On  his  return  to  BYU  next 
September  he  will  spend  some 
time  curating  the  specimens  and 
processing  the  data  collected  in 
Venezuela,  and  add  the  new 
information  to  his  partially 
completed  taxonomic  monograph 
of  bark  and  ambrosia  beetles.

Beehive  Invitation 
Inaugurates  Utah

Utah’s  new  natatorium  will  have 
its  first  real  test  of  the  season  this 
Saturday  at  2 p.m.  when  the 
University  of  Utah  plays  host  to 
the  Beehive  Invitational 
Swimming  and  Diving  Relays. 

Workmen  will  spend  much  of 
this  week  installing  the  new 
timing  and  scoreboard  devices 
that  will  make  the  natatorium  one 
of  the  finest  swimming  and  diving 
facilities  in  the  country. 

According  to  Ute  swimming 
coach  Don  Reddish,  the  new 
electronic  unit  will  not  only  time 
each  swimmer  up  to  1/1 000th  of 
a second,  but  it  will  automatically 
signal  disqualification  if  a relay 
swimmer  leaves  the  starting  blocks 
too  soon.  The  timing  system  will 
work  in  conjunction  with  the 
scoreboard  and  will 
instantaneously  show  the  results 
of  each  lane  in  each  race. 

In  addition  to  timing  each 
swimmer  to  1/1 000th  of  a second, 
it  will  pick  places  in  the  event  of  a 
tie  and  show  the  results  on  the 
scoreboard.  On  races  of  more  than 
50  yards,  the  scoreboard  will  hold 
the  split  times  for  each  lane  for  1 0 
seconds  before  catching  up  with 
itself  for  the  conclusion  of  the 
race. 

The  entire  system  is  the  most 
modern  installed  anywhere  in  the 
country,  and  should  make  each 
meet  more  enjoyable  for 
spectators.

Last  weekend  Doug  Howard 
scored  a career  high  of  29  points, 
while  grabbing  off  1 1 rebounds  in 
the  first  game  of  a two-game  series 
with  California,  as  the  Mountain 
Cats  won  98-79.  He  scored  21 
points  with  three  rebounds  in  the 
second  game.  He  currently  leads 
the  team  in  scoring  and  ranks 
second  in  rebounding. 

For  his  efforts,  Howard  is  being 
honored  as  this  week’s  athlete  of 
the  week. 

Doug,  the  son  of  former  BYU 
great  Bob  Howard,  is  from  Salt 
Lake  City  where  he  attended 
Highland  High  School.  He 
participated  in  both  basketball 
and  baseball  there. 

Howard  had  grant-in-aid  offers 
for  basketball  from  schools  all 
over  the  nation,  including  such 
well-known  basketball  powers  as 
Davidson  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  He  decided  upon 
BYU  because  of  its  excellent 
basketball  program,  and  because 
he  could  participate  in  both  the 
hoop  sport  and  baseball  here. 

Doug,  an  All-American  in 
baseball  last  season,  hopes  to  play 
professional  baseball  after  he 
graduates  from  BYU. 

When  asked  about  last 
Saturday’s  79-77  loss  to 
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California,  he  replied,  “We  beat 
ourselves.  We  just  made  too  many 
mistakes  to  win. 

“New  Mexico  State  will 
probably  be  the  toughest  team  we 
play  this  season.  We’ll  have  to 
make  as  few  mistakes  as  possible 
to  beat  them.  I think  we’ll  be 
ready  for  them,  though.”

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The  Nutcracker  Fantasy 


To  Return  In  January 


“The  Nutcracker”  Christmas  fantasy  ballet  by  Tschaikovsky  will 
return  to  the  BYU  stage  in  January,  featuring  Ballet  West  and  the  Utah 
Symphony  Orchestra. 

Four  performances  will  be  given  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall,  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center,  beginning  at  4 p.m.  and  8:15  p.m.  on  Jan.  9 and  10. 
Tickets  will  be  available  at  the  Fine  Arts  Center  box  office  Dec.  15-19 
and  Jan.  5-10.  Mail  order  and  telephone  reservations  are  being  taken, 
and  tickets  go  on  sale  Monday. 

Artistic  director  of  Ballet  West  is  William  F.  Christensen,  veteran  of 
Utah  and  San  Francisco  ballets,  who  choreographed  this  work  after  the 
style  of  Petipa-Ivanof.  Conductor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra  is 
Maurice  Abravanel  who  has  built  the  group  into  one  of  the  top  12 
orchestras  in  United  States. 

Ballet  West  will  provide  for  the  Provo  shows  the  costumes  designed 
by  Ariel  Ballif,  a veteran  Broadway  and  Hollywood  stage  designer.  The 
musical  score  was  donated  by  the  George  T.  Hansen  Foundation.  Ron 
Crosby  has  designed  new  sets  for  this  year,  and  lighting  design  was 
provided  by  Gary  Horton. 

Mr.  Christensen  will  bring  to  the  BYU  stage  a regular  company  of  35 
professional  dancers  augmented  by  35  children  with  ballet  experience 
from  Salt  Lake  City  and  surrounding  communities. 

“The  Nutcracker,”  which  was  first  staged  Dec.  17, 1891 , is  today  one 
of  the  most  widely  done  ballet  works.  It  is  a part  of  the  repertoire  of 
nearly  every  major  company  in  the  world,  and  scores  of  minor  ballet 
companies  present  all  or  part  of  the  work  annually. 

The  earthiness  of  pagen  post -harvest  festivals,  the  spirituality  of 
Christian  rejoicing  and  the  European  folk  beliefs  about  animals  being 
gifted  with  speech  on  Christmas  Eve  are  all  in  the  fanciful  delight. 

It  is  set  in  Nurnberg,  Germany,  about  1850,  in  the  home  of  two 
children,  Clara  and  Fritz.  At  a big  party  around  the  Christmas  tree 
Clara’s  godfather,  Herr  Drosselmeyer,  a mysterious  toymaker,  gives 
Clara  a nutcracker  in  the  form  of  a man.  After  the  party  she  dreams 
that  the  toys  come  to  life,  and  the  nutcracker  becomes  a prince  who 
leads  her  through  a fairyland  of  the  Sugar  Plum  Fairy,  dancing  flutes, 
Chinese  dancers,  etc. 


BYU  Business  Center  Helps 
Utah  Understand  Economics 


New  this  year,  BYU’s  Center  for 
Business  and  Economic  Research 
is  designed  to  help  Utahns  better 
understand  economic  forces 
operating  in  the  West. 

Dr.  Merrill  J.  Bateman,  director, 
said,  “The  center  is  interested  in 
developing  a regional  economic 
model  for  the  Mountain  West 
area.”  He  said  the  econometric 
model  will  not  only  allow  better 
understanding  of  the  economic 
forces  in  operation  in  the  region, 
but  will  provide  a forecasting 
mechanism. 

The  center  hopes  by  next 
summer  to  publish  a quarterly 
review  which  will  be  available  to 
Utah  businessmen.  This  review 
will  provide  an  outlet  for 
members  of  the  BYU  faculty, 
working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Research  Center,  to  publish 
feature  articles  on  their  research. 
Dr.  Bateman  said  the  quarterly 
review  “will  be  informative  but 
also  place  heavy  emphasis  on 
analysis.” 

The  Center  will  be  directed  by 
Dr.  Bateman  with  four  or  five 
others  in  full-time  staff  positions. 


In  addition,  selected  faculty 
members  from  BYU  will  move  in 
and  out  of  the  center’s  operation 
when  they  are  needed. 


One  of  the  advantages  of  the 
center  is  that  it  will  attract  names 
in  e conics  and  business  to  the 
BYU  campus  Dr.  Bateman  said. 
He  added  that  the  Research 
Center  is  already  working  with 
three  or  four  firms  on  requested 
studies.  • 


The  Ford  Foundation  is  one 
firm  that  has  asked  the  center  to 
serve  as  a resource  base.  Under 
this  agreement,  the  center  will 
provide  the  Ford  Foundation  with 
personnel  to  serve  as  overseas 
advisers  in  developing  countries. 
In  return,  the  Ford  Foundation 
would  support  various  phases  of 
the  center’s  research  program. 

Similarly,  the  International 
Bank  for  Reconstruction  and 
Development  has  invited  the 
center  to  outline  a two  or  three 
year  research  project  for 
restructuring  the  export 
machinery  of  one  of  the 
developing  countries.
